A meeting' of tnc Philosophical 
Society last night considered the 
problem of whether the 'apprcc'^- 
Uon of Beauty wn be taught. Tm 
disciifislon contred the entire eve- 
ning about the position advanced 
by Di-. aillfion — that a certain 
definite type of Beauty might con- 
sist, In the creatioTi of ccrt,^■:n 
patterns. Thu.^ there was a dis- 
tinctive beauty in a written com- 
position, as distinguished from lis 
presentation by an orchestra. 

'Iliere was some conflict ."u to 
the pos-iibllity of transmitting aes- 
thetic experience to other individ- 
uals. Some stated that this was 
impossible — Others believed that 
it was quite passible to teach how 
to dUcriminate and appreciate 
Beauty. There was a general ten- 
dency to ti-eat Beauty as that 
which arouses a feeling of pleasure 
and satisfaction in the individual. 
Pleasure Not Uniform 

One speaker qualified this /ic-.v 
by stating that Pleasure was not 
a uniform mode of response to a 
work of Beauty. It was a gentral 
development In the aesthetic feel- 
tn? «-hich nllffht be trcitcd .is 
pleasure. Thus the pleasure ob- 
tained from reading a poem by 
Milton, can not be reduced to the 
pleasure obtained from listening 
toa' Jazz-Orchestra.

SOME of our local "critic.<"' have takon 
il upon themselves to crack down on 
rerlain products of ihp minds of owy Io.:al 
youth? — the occasion affords an opnor- 
uniit.v for us to pass off a little curt com- 
ment.

The moveincnl v.a.s of particular lin- 
ixirtaiicc a.s it brought England out of 
her artistic .self-complacency and In- 
troduced spirituality and pa.sslonate- 
ncsfi verging on tho mystical. It was 
al.so responsible for the perception of 
Ihe ".sen.so of worlli of the Indlviduar' 
and il, deplored any lack of control or 
standards.
